But, you know, 
this is ... The province almost has a million people in it.

Presidencies? No, just one liberal - liberal Presidency. 


37:18 Somerton: Prime Ministership. 


37:20 Herrgott: [gasping inhalation] One liberal Prime Minister. And he's been in for two terms 
now. 


37:23 Somerton: This is his second term. He's in his second term. So, it's been five years. 


37:26 Herrgott: But like, there's been - there was big budget cuts to everywhere social in 
Canada, and very little's been done to re-scale that. Um... Specifically in healthcare.

38:03 Somerton: [during cross-talk] you need insurance for- 

38:03 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] - you specif- 

38:04 Somerton: [during cross-talk] or pay out of pocket. 

38:04 Herrgott: A psychiatrist you need a specific government-funded psychiatrist, who is- 
38:08 Somerton: Yeah, and there - 

38:09 Herrgott: Yeah. 

38:10 Somerton: - are long wait times. 

38:10 Herrgott: And there's - yeah, super long wait times. And - 

38:13 Somerton: Um... An-an-and u-usually - 


38:14 Herrgott: But | d - | do wanna clear the air, like, the American myth - specifically 
Republican myth that, um, in Canada you can be dying of lung cancer and die on a waiting 
list? That's not true. 


38:25 Somerton: No. 


38:26 Herrgott: Like, you are bumped up to higher points on the waiting list depending on the 
severity of your condition. In Canada, you will almost never die on a waiting list. 


38:34 Somerton: No. | mean, my... my mother, um, had a growth on her eye, and when she 
finally asked her doctor about it, because she had to let it sit forever, as she does, um, she 
asked her doctor, and he was like, “Uh, we're getting you to a specialist.” She had an 
appointment two weeks later. Well, she had an appointment the next day. She was at the 
specialist two weeks later, and it was being biopsied and everything. She's had a follow-up 
and she's having another follow-up. Like, this is all - [cross-talk] 


39:03 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] Yeah, and tw-two weeks later- 
39:04 Somerton: [during cross-talk] - of course... 


39:04 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] - it was literally, surgically removed. Like within two weeks 
after the first biopsy.

So, within a month, it was biopsied and removed and it is benign and everything. So, we don't 
have to worry about that. 


39:13 Herrgott: Yeah, an-an-and we're in Nova Scotia, which is one of the provinces with one 
of the worst healthcare systems in the country right now.

39:23 Somerton: [during cross-talk] It's-it's-it's - we don't have- 
39:24 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] The most you, uh- 

39:24 Somerton: [during cross-talk] - enough doctors and stuff. 


39:26 Herrgott: Um, for a lot of reasons, and there are reasons behind that, but like... I-I'm 
seeing a global sh - well, a Canadian shift away from thinking that we have free healthcare so 
we shouldn't complain when Americans don't have free healthcare. Canadians are asking for 
more now. Because - 


39:40 Somerton: Well, yeah, we, uh, we are, we're like, “Hey, UBI, we want...” Because in 
Canada - uh, in the United States, in March or April, Americans were given twelve hundred 
dollars, and said, “Alright, here you go on your way.” Uh, whereas in Canada, if you lost your 
job because of COVID-19, the government just gave you two thousand dollars monthly.

Now, it is, if you have 
enough hours and stuff for unemployment insurance you get that, if not you get the other 
thing.

40:34 Somerton: - the liberal minority has said, “Hey, two thousand dollars a month is what 
you need,” our actual left-wing party -

41:23 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] Toronto, Vancouver - 
41:23 Somerton: [during cross-talk] Toronto, you need more than two thousand a month. 


41:24 Herrgott: Yeah, yeah. But, like, the government has - the federal government has said 
you need - 


41:28 Somerton: This was the mean across Canada. 


41:29 Herrgott: Yeah. As-as a Canadian, you need two thousand dollars to survive. A month. 
And Canadians have been like, Okay, so why has, um, [teeth sucking noise] social welfare - 
or, what-what do we call it? 


41:42 Somerton: Uh, social assistance. 

41:43 Herrgott: Social assistance. 

41:44 Somerton: Which is the welfare system. 

41:45 Herrgott: Yeah. Why is welfare, um, only like - [cross-talk] 


41:47 Somerton: [during cross-talk] Between, like, five hundred and eight hundred dollars a 
month. 


41:48 Herrgott: Yeah. And that's a problem - [cross-talk]

42:17 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] Th-h-this is what | mean about, like, the way that 
Canadians are so close to America because when we talk, we're talking as if we are speaking 
to Americans. 


Uh, and, in such, | think that, I, uh, | feel | should 
explain this. 


42:31 Herrgott: Yeah. 


42:31 Somerton: Um, we do not have, you know, a left - we do not have a right-wing party 
and a centrist party like the United States does. Um, we actually have a centrist party, we call 
them the conservatives. 


42:42 Herrgott: Mm-hm. 


42:43 Somerton: Um, we have a center-left party, we call them the liberals. And we have a 
left-wing party called the New Democrats, the NDP. 


42:50 Herrgott: Mm-hm. 


42:50 Somerton: Uh, we also have a green party, which is way far to the left, but they're too 
far to the left to actually get any kind of traction. 


42:56 Herrgott: We also have a few other parties that are - [cross-talk] 


42:58 Somerton: [during cross-talk] We also have an actual socialist party and stuff, but they 
can't get... We have to block up a quad - 


43:02 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] Which is basically a Quebec party that - 


43:04 Somerton: [during cross-talk] Yeah, that wants Quebec to be its own country, and - 
43:05 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] Sometimes they do, sometimes they don't. 


43:06 Somerton: Yeah, it depends on how much money they have. Um. But, so we've got 
multiple parties. So, in order to control the country as a political party, you either need to 
have a majority in the Parliament, so - [cross-talk] 


43:18 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] Which means that you have - 
43:19 Somerton: [during cross-talk] - fifty percent or more - 


43:20 Herrgott: [during cross-talk] - more than half of the seats | our House of 
Representatives. 


43:23 Somerton: Yeah, fifty percent plus one. Or, you need to have created a coalition. 
43:27 Herrgott: Yeah. 


43:28 Somerton: And so, the liberal party right now has a minority government. And so in 
order to stay in power, and not have a, uh, now, what's it called again? Conservatives wanted 
to do it? 


43:37 Herrgott: A vote of - 


43:38 Somerton: A vote of no confidence. In order to avoid that, they need to create a 
coalition. And so they have done that with the New Democrats. 


43:43 Herrgott: Which - 
43:43 Somerton: The NDP. 


43:44 Herrgott: Which means that NDP says, “Hey, we will stop the conservatives from 
putting this motion through if you vote positive on this thing that - on this bill that we're 
putting forward. And - 


43:53 Somerton: Yeah, because basically, if there's a vote of no confidence, we have an 
election. 


43:56 Herrgott: Yeah. 
43:57 Somerton: And... 


43:58 Herrgott: Which, no, which is bad for the country because there isn't enough money to

It-it's an inconvenience for literally 
everyone. Uh, midterm elections in Canada always have the worst turnout. It's-it's awful for 
everyone. 


And so, the liberals were like, “Okay, we have this thing called the 
Canadian Emergency Response Benefit.” And that is the C-E-R-B, or the CERB {serb}. And

45:50 Somerton: [during cross-talk] - you know, center left -
